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WHITE PAPER 
ON THE REPORT OF THE 
ELECTORAL BOUNDARIES REVIEW COMMITTEE, 1988 


The Prime Minister received the Report of the 
Electoral Boundaries Review Committee on 25 May 1988. 


The Report initially recommended the creation of 
81 Single Member Constituencies. As the Committee was 
also to look into the creation of Group Representation 
Constituencies, the Committee finally recommended the 
creation of 13 Group Representation Constituencies and 
the retention of 42 Single Member Constituencies. 


The Committee’s final recommendations included 
the elimination of 7 constituencies:- 


Anson, Bo Wen, Delta, Khe Bong, 
River Valley, Rochore and Telok Ayer 


and the creation of 3 new Single Member Constituencies: - 


(1) .Bukit Gombak, 
(2) Hougang, and 
(3) Nee Soon Central. 


The Government proposes to accept and implement 
the recommendations of the Committee at the next General 
Election. The Report is attached as an Appendix.

The Electoral Boundaries Review Committee was 
entrusted with the following terms of reference :- 


“To review the boundaries of the present 
Parliament electoral divisions and to 
recommend such changes or adjustments with 
the view to:- 


1) ensuring more equal number of electors 
throughout all constituencies; and 


2) creating max imum number of Group 
Representation Constituencies in 
accordance with the provisions of the 
Parliamentary Elections Act (Chapter 218) 


Assessments for the review should be based on 
the number of electors found in the 1986 
Registers of Electors and the prognostication 
on the growth and shifts of population up to 
1 July 1988.” 


Z The projection for the number of electors as on 
1 July 88 is 1,709,000, an increase of 214,000 electors 
(or 14%) since 1 July 84. On the basis of the existing 79 
constituencies, the average number of electors per 
constituency will be 22,000. As it is not practicable or 
desirable to limit the size of every constituency to 
22,000, the Committee, following the practice since 1968, 
adopted a deviation from average to minimise changes’ to 
electoral boundaries. By application of a 30% deviation 
from average, the range of the number of electors is 15,000 
to 29,000 per constituency, all figures rounded to the 
nearest thousand. 


s The above range refers to Single Member 
Constituencies only. Similarly, on the presumption that a 
Group Representation Constituency (GRC) is to be about 3 
times the number of electors of a Single Member 
Constituency, the range is 45,000 to 87,000 electors’ per 
Group Representation Constituency. 
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4 Having determined the two ranges, the Committee 
identified the 27 Single Member Constituencies outside the 
range of electors per constituency and the perennial 
problem of declining electorate in the Central Area 
constituencies. In delineating such constituencies, the 
Committee could not avoid making adjustment to boundaries 
of another 10 constituencies and also the elimination of 7 


existing constituencies. The eliminated constituencies 
are:- 

1. ANSON 

2. BO WEN 

3. KHE BONG 

4. DELTA 


5. RIVER VALLEY 
6. ROCHORE 
7. TELOK AYER 


Three of the 7 eliminated constituencies are in the Central 
Area, namely Rochore in the north of the Central Area, 
Telok Ayer in the centre and Anson in the south. These 3 
constituencies and the remaining 4 Central Area 
constituencies of Jalan Besar, Kampong Glam, Kreta Ayer and 
Tanjong Pagar have a total electorate of 103,000 only. 
Five of them have an electorate of less than 15,000 each. 
Basing on the average of 22,000 electors per constituency, 
the Central Area could only have up to 5 _ constituencies. 
To achieve this and with a view to perpetuating the 
remaining constituencies, the Committee undertook a massive 
adjustment of the boundaries of the 7 constituencies. The 
adjustment resulted in an increase of electors of the 
remaining constituencies as follows: 


Jalan Besar 21,237 
Kampong Glam 24,097 
Kreta Ayer 26,105 
Tanjong Pagar 20,193 


The Committee felt that such action could prevent the 
elimination of the remaining 4 Central Area constituencies 
at the next. delineation exercise. Their total electorate 
is 91,632 averaging 22,908 electors per constituency. 
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5 In addition to the elimination of constituencies, 
nine new constituencies are also created as follows:-—

7 As each Group Representation Constituency is to 


have 3 Members of Parliament, the Committee decided to 
amalgamate 3 Single Member Constituencies to form one 
Group Representation Constituency. The Committee is well 
aware that the number of Group Representation 
Constituencies to be created must not exceed 13. This 
means that the number of Members of Parliament to be 
elected from the Group Representation Constituencies will 
be 39 which is less than half of 81. Their formation 
takes into consideration one or more of the following 
factors:- 


a) HDB Housing Estates; 


b) Areas traditionally associated 
with the Malay, Indian and Other 
Minority Communities; and 


c) The need to spread the Group 
Representation Constituencies 
island-wide. 
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8 Finally the Committee 
i) created 13 Group Representation Constituencies 
and 


ii) retained 42 Single Member Constituencies. 


9 The proposals and the map, as at paragraph 8 
above, are given at Annexes B and D_ respectively.
